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We ſaw the manner of making Vi. 
triol or Copperas at Brickleſey 1n E[. 
ſex. They lay the Stones upon a 
large Bed or Floor prepared in the 
open Air, underneath which there are 
Gutters or Troughs diſpoſed to receive 
and carry away the Liquor impreg 
nate with the Mineral to a Ciſtern 
where it is Reſerved, [ For the Air 
-and Weather diſſolving the Stones, the 
Rain falling upon them carries away 
with it the Vitriohne Juice or Salt dil- 
ſolved. ] 

This Liquor they boil in large 
leaden Pans putting in a good quan- 
tity of old Iron. When i is ſuffici 
ently evaporated they pour it out into 
large Troughs wherein it cools , the 
Vieriol cryſtallizing to the fides of the 
Troughs, and. to croſs Bars put into 
- them. 

The Liquor that remains after the 
Vitriol is Cryſtallized they call the Mo- 
ther, and reſerve it to be again eyaporared 
by boyling. 

They gather of theſe Stones in ſeveral 
places beſides the Coaſt of the Iſland 
of Shepey. I have obſerved; people ga 
thering them on the Sea-ſhore near to 
Bright Helmſton 1n Suſſex, oh 
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The manner of making Vitriol in 
Italy is ſomething different from ours 1n 
England, which take in Matthiolus his

The making of Minium or 
Red Lead. 


FP they take Lead and waſte it in an 
Oven or Furnace : that is bring it 
to a Subſtance almoſt like a Litharge, by 
ſtirring it with an Iron Rake or How, 
Thus they grind with two pair of Stones 
which deliver it from. one to another: 
the firſt grind ic coarſer, the ſecond finer 
[ There is a Mill fo contrived as that it 
moves at once fix pair of theſe Stones.] 
Thus reduced to powder and waſhed, it 
is put into an Oven orreverberating Fur- 
nace, and by continual ſtirring with the 
Iron Rake or How, it is brought to the 
right colour in two or three days. The 
Fire mult not be extreme all this while, 
elſe it will clod together and change 
colour. The Iron Rake wherewith it 1s 
ſtirred is m_—_ poiſed on an Iron Hook, 
elſe it is ſo heavy that it could not be 
moved by one Man.

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The Allom Work at Whitby in 
Yorkſhire. 


TY E proceſs of making Allom, as 
we partly ſaw, and partly re- 
ceived from the Workmen, was as fol- 
loweth. 

Firſt, They take the Mine picked from 
the Deſſe or Rock, and laying it on great 
heaps burn it with Whins and Wood till 
it be white. When it is ſufficiently 
burned, they barrow it into a Pit made 
on purpoſe, ſome ten feet long, fix foot 
broad, and ſeven fourths of a yard deep, 
where it is ſteeped in water for the ſpace 
of eight or ten hours. Then they draw out 
the Liquor, (which is but a Lixivium im- 
pregnated with the Allom- Mine): into 
Troughs by which it is conveyed to the 
Allom-Houle, into a deep Cittern of a- 
bour ewenty yards circumference, and 
three yards and halt deep. . After chis 
firſt water is drawn off the Mine in the 
Pits, they do not preſently caſt away the 
Mine, but pour freſh water on it the 


ſecond timae, and after the ſecond water 
R 5 is 
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is drawn off ( which is much weaker 
than. the firſt) they caſt out the Mine 
and put in new, and pour on freſh water 
as before. 

Out of the Ciſtern they convey the 
Lixiviem by Troughs into the Pans, 
where it is boiled for the ſpace of twenty 
four hours ordinarily. Then they take 
oft the Liquor out of the Pans, and ex- 
amine it by weight, to know how much 
Lee made of kelp it will require, which 
5 _ the moſt part fix inches of the Pans 


depth. 

"Which being put in ſo ſoon as the Lt 
quor boils, or flows up, by the putting in 
of an Iron Cole-Rake, or other” Iron 
Inſtrument, they draw it off into a ſet- 
tler, and there let it tand about an hour, 
that ſo the Sulphur and other dregs may 
' ſettle to the bottom, which being done 
it 1s drawn off into Coolers, where it 
continues about four days and nights. 
The cooler being drawn about half tull, 
they pour intoit a quantity of Urine,viz. 
about eight Gallons into a Cooler that 
contains about two halt Tuns. 

Having thus ſtood four days and 
nights, it is quite cool, and the Allom 
Cryſtallized to the fides of the Cooler, 
Then they ſcoop out the Liquor ( __ 
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they call the Mother.) into a Ciſtern, and 
put it into the Pans again with new Lixi- 


' vium to be evaporated by boiling, &c. 


The Allom that is ſhotten and cryſtal- 
lzed on the fides of the Cooler they 
ſcrape off and waſh with fair Spring 
water; then throw it into a Bing, 
where the water drains from it. Thence 
ie 15 taken and caſt into a Pan, which 
they call the -rocking Pan , and there 
—— & it is ſcooped out and conveyed by 
Troughs into Tuns, in which it ſtands 
about ten days until it be perfe&ly cool 
and condenſed. Then they unhoop 
and ſtave the Tuns, and taking out the 
Allom, chip it and carry it 1nto the 
Store- Houle. 

We failed to enquired exatly what 
proportion of kelp they put 1n. For 
though they told us fix inches of the Pans 
depth, yet they told us not how deep the 
Pans are made.

T Salt-Spring, or (as they call 
it) the Brine-pit 1s near the Ri- 
ver, andis (ſo plentiful, that were 
all the water boiled out that 1c would 
afford ( as they told us) ic would yield 
Sale enough for all Engiavud. The Lords 
of the Pic: appoint how much ſhall be 


boiled as they ſee occaſion , that the 


Trade be not clogged. | 
Divers perſons have intereſt in the 
Brine-pit, ſo that it. belongs not all to 


one Lord ; ſome have one Lead-walling, 
ſome two, ſome three, ſome four or 
more. [ N.B. A Lead-walling is the 
Brine of ewenty four hours boiling for one 

Houſe. ] 
Two hundred and fixteen Lead-wall- 
ings or thereabome belong to all the 
Owners 
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Owners of the Pit. No - Tradeſman, 
Bachelor or Widow can Rent more than 
eighteen Lead-wallings. 

They have four ſworn Officers choſen 
yearly, which they call Occupiers of Wall. 
mg, whole Dutyit is to ſee equal dealing 
between Lord and Tenant, and all per- 
ſons concerned. They appoint bow ma- 
ny Houſes ſhall work at a time, and that 
is ewelve at the moſt, When there is oc- 
calion for Salt to be made, they cauſe 
a Cryer to make; Proclamation, that (6 
all Parties concerned may co their 
Fires at the ſame time ; and {o when they 
ſhall ceaſe at a determinate hour , at 
which they muſt give over; elſe they 
cauſe thei Sale to be marred by caſting 
dirt intoit, or the hke. 

There are in the Town about fifty 
Houſes, andevery Houſe hath four Pans, 
which the Rulers are to ſee be exactly of 
the ſame meaſure. 

Salt-water taken out of the Brine-pit in 
two hours and a quarter _— will be 
evaporated and boiled up into Salt. When - 
the Liquor 1s more than luke-warm, they 
take ſtrong Ale, Bullocks Blood, and 
Whites of Eggs mixed together with Brine 
in hy en, Blood one Egg- 
ſhell tull, Wits ot ens HRS anne 

int 
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Pint of Ale, and put it into a Pan of 
twenty four Gallons or thereabouts. The 
Whates of the Eggs and the Blood ſerve 
to clarihe the Brine by raiſing the ſcum, 
which they take off juſt upon the boiling 
| of the Pans, otherwiſe it will boil in, 

and ſpoil the Salt. The older the blood 
is, the better it is, caferis paribus. 
They do not always put in blood, wiz. 
when there is danger of the Liquors 
boiling -too faſt. If the Liquor happens 
to boil too faſt, they take to allay it 
Brine that had been, boil'd and drain'd 
from the Sale > Crude Brine, they ſay, 
will diminiſh their Salt. The Ale ſerves 
oy faid) to harden the Corn of the 

t 

Afﬀer one hour boiling, the Brine will 
begin to Corn : then they take a ſmall 
quantity of clear Ale, and ſprinkle there- 
of. into the Pan about one Egg ſhell 
full. [Nore, If you put in too much 
it will make the Broth boil over the 
Pan.] All the while before they put 
in the laſt Ale they cauſe the Pan to 
boil as faſt as. they can; afterwards 
very gently till the Salt be almoſt 
dry. They. do not evaporate ad ficci- 
tatem, but leave about a Pottle or Gal- 


lon of Brine in the Pan, leſt the Salt 
| | ſhould 
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ſhould burn and ſtick to the fades of the 
Pan. 

The Brine thus ſufficiently boiled and 
evaporated, they take out the Salt, and 
put it into Conical Baskets, (which they 
call Barrows) and in them let the water 
drain from it an hour, more or leſs, and 
then ſet it to dry in the Hot-houſe be- 
hind the Furnace, | 

A Barrow containing fix Pecks is ſold 
there for 1 s. 4 d. 

Out 'of two Pans of forty eight Gal- 
lons they exped feven Pecks of Sale, 
Wincheſfter-meafure. 

Note, The Houſe in which the Salt is 
boiled is called the Wych-bouſe, - whence 
may be gueſſed what W5cb flignifies, and 
why all thoſe Towns where there are 
Salt-Springs, and Salt made, are called 
by the name of cb, viz. Namptwych, 
Northwych, Middlewych, Droitwych. The 
Veſſel whereinto the Brine is by Troughs 
conveyed from the Brine-Pit is called the 
Ship. It is raiſed up out of the Pit by a 
Pump. Between the Furnace and the 
Chimney Tunnels which convey up the 
Smoak is. the Hot-Houſe where they 
ſet their Sale to dry, along. the- floor 
whereof run two Funnels from the 
Furnaces almoſt parallel to the ——_ 
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and then ariſe ndicularly ; in theſe 
the flame a Hand running along 
from the Furnaces heat che Room by the 
way. 

At Droitwych 1n Worceſterſhire the Salt 
is boiled in ſhallow leaden Pans. They 
w_ put in Salt-water out of the Brine- 

if, 

After one hours boiling they fill up the 
Pan with water that drains from the Salt 
ſet to dry in Barrows: after a ſecond 
hours boiling they fill up the Pan again 
with the ſame. 

In five hours ſpace the Pan boils dry, 
and they take out the Salt. 

In ewenty four hours they boil out five 
Pans: and then draw out the Aſhes ; at- 
ter the Aſhes are drawn out, they put 
mthe White of an Egg, to cauſe the ſcum 
to ariſe [ wiz, the Duſt and Aſh that fell 
into the Pans while the Aſhes were draw- 
ing out] which they take off with a ſcum- 
mer. After four hours they begin to take 
out. the Salt; and once in twenty four 
hours they take out a Cake which ſticks 
to the bottom of the Pan, (which they 
call clod Salr) otherwiſe the Pan would 
melc. They told us that they uſe neither 
Blood nor Ale. The Salt made here is 


extraordinary white and. fine.

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Ammo 1699. 'a Rock of Natural Salt, 
from which iflues a vigorous ſharp Brine, 
was diſcovered in Cheſhire in the ground 
of William Marbury, Elq; The Rock, 
which 1s as hard and pure as Allom, 
and when Pulverized, a fine and ſharp 
Salt ;/ 1s between thirty three and thirty 
four yards diſtant from the Surface of the 
Earth Mountains of Fofhile Salt are 
found in Hungary, Tranſilvania, Lithua- 
ns, &c.

The manner of making Salt of Sea- 
ſand in Lancaſhire, 


be Summer time in dry weather they 
Skim or Pare off the upper part of the 
Sand in the Flats and Waſhes that are 
covered at full Sea, and bare when the 
Tide 1s out, and lay it up on great 


heaps. 

Of this Sand they take and put in 
Troughs bored with holes at the bottom, 
and thereon pour Water, as Laundreſſes 
do upon Aſhes to make a Lixivium, 
which Water draining tl,rough the Sand, 


carries the Salt therein contained _—_ 
Wit 
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with it into Veſſels placed underneath to 
receive it, So long as this Liquor s 
ſtrong enough to bear an Egg, they pour 
on more Water ; ſo ſoon as the Egg be- 
gins to fink they caſt ghe Sand out of the 
Troughs, and put in new. 

This water thus impregnate with Salt 
they boik in leaden Pans, wherein the 
_ evaporating, the Salt remains be» 

ind. 
There is alſo at Newcaſtle , Preſton 
Pans in Scotland, Whithaven in Cumber- 
land, and elſewere great plenty of Salt 
made of Sea- water by boiling, and evapo- 
rating in like manner, wherein they makes 
uſe of Oxes Blood. 

As. for theſe accounts of preparing 
ſome of our Engliſh Mineral, I dare an- 
{wer for the half of them, having ſeen 
them my ſelf many years ago- in my 
Travels through England and Wales, and 
publiſhed them Anno 1674.
